Emperor Wlliiuni Passes Away Yes- 
terday Moruliigr— The Eoyal Fam- 
ily at the Bedside.

- TliB dentil of Ein- 
poior William occurred thifi morning at 
half-past oiglit. He expired while in a 
half rucliiiiiijj position upon "a cainp betl- 
atuad. Membera of the royal family, 
oxcept the Cvowii Priuoo, were uU gather- 
ed ubuut him, mid iiimiofDUS court 
dis^iiit.-irio.s ami utlioia lillod tho- room. 
Eye witiicssoa uf tho scene at tho death 
bed state that, diiriii;,' the last few luiurs 
jf liis life he aullei ed no imiii. Shortly 
after eight o'clock all tho nieinbeia of the 
family stayiug at the palace, curt digiii- 
tari.-H, generals, and niinistors of atato 
i/tire nniiiiKuied to the chamber in which 
the Kiiipernr lay. All tho luemboi's of 
the inyal luiuily took tliuif places at tho 
bedside. J'rhice '•Viili;uii swod ncareat 
tho Eniiieior, half bcnilini,' "Ver the dyini; 
man. 1 le earimatly watched the face "f 
tho expiriu'.; iiMUiaich until al! wa.s over. 

Tho Eiiiperoia remain's lie envered 
with a white chith on the bedstead o . 
wliicli he liied iu the imperial chamber. 
Tlie Eiiiiieiiir died holding tho hand of 
his wife, the Km|.ieKS Aui,'usta. The biidy 
is surrouiidud wilh candlea. 'J'he expie.s- 
aidii of the face is strikiiii^ly peaceful. 
Divine service will be held ill the luurtu- 
aiy ehainbuv tonight. The cathedral 
choir will perform the choral parts of tho 
service. 

irrS EA.ST HOUE8. 

The last thirty-six hours of the Em- 
peror's life Were of alternate drowsineaa, 
delirium and coiiBciouaness. He \ ou d 
start excitedly and speak of family or 
political niattoiK. Onco ho mistook 
Prince Biaiiiarcl; fur the Crown Prince 
and lakiiii,' his hand pleaded with him to 
be always kind to the Czar. Afterwards 
he recognized the Chancellor and express- 
ud. brokenly, his salisfaetioii with the 
Au.'jtro-Oeiiuaii alliance. About 5 p.m. 
he talked su muoh that the Duohesa of 
Hadoii expressed a foar that he would 
thus tiro himself. The Emperor replied : 
'-I have time to be tirod." 

I'LOOLAIMKD K.MI'EKOa AND KIS<!. 

Frederick Williani was this morning 

froulaimud by the Rcichstjig, Frederick 
11. , Emperor of Germany and King of 
Pruwia. - 

IN THE BKldHSrAO. 

The Reichstag assembled at 12:30. The 
usual custom of ringing the liell as ft sig- 
nal for the assembling of deputies was 
abiindoiied. Almost absolute silence pre 
vailed as Prince Hi.snmick entoretl the 
chamber. As he appeared in full view nf 
the bofl3- tho members rose to thoir feet. 
The scene was inust iiiii)rcssive when 
the ChauceHor, upon reaeiiing his place, 
oUicially uommuiiicated to the imperial 
body the intelligence of the Emperor's 
death, which he (lid most eloquently and 
with an extraordinary show of feuliiiH. 
"In consoipience of the demise of the 
Emperor,'' tho Chancellor said, "tho Prus- 
sian throne and with this, according to 
.Article 2 of the imperial constitution, thu 
iiulierial dignity has fallen upon His Ma- 
jesty Frederick 111., King of Prussia, 
rele'.'rajiliic iiitelligeiico rflceivod by me 
illuwa of tho aaauiiiptioii that tho reign- 
ing Eiiipeior and King will leave 
Han Kemo lu-nioi'iow and arrive in 
due course in JJorliii." Providing for 
the prorogation of the ll-jiehstjig, Prince 
Bismarck said: "I addiessed to the 
ISinperor a request that ho should sign a 
decree with tho tirst letters of his nanie. 
He replied he lielievod himself able to 
write his name in full, conse(iueiitly this 
liistorieal document, bearing liis last sig- 
latu're, lies before mo. Under existing 
cireunistances, assuming that the Reich- 
stag might not wish to separate just now, 
but i^^ttSer remain in session until the 
arrival of His Majesty, I do not make any 
use of the Imperial aiillioriz.'ition beyond 
lepositing it ill the archives as an histori- 
I'al docunieiil." Conliiiuiiig, Prince liis- 
mark alluiled to tlie iidiictions w hich had 
lieaut Eiiipuror Williani, who, he said, 
ivas comforted by the univei-s.il sympathy 
expressed for the Grown Prince. 1 have 
received this very day, he added, a toU- 
.jram of syiiijiathy from New- York, which 
shows wli.-it conrMleiice the dyn.-isty of the 
inperial house obtained among all na- 
cions. 

NATIOKAl. MOURNINQ. 

The Heichtian(ii i>.i:r .iniiounccs that the 
Chancellor read in tho Keiclislag to-ilay a 
message from -San Reiiio from Emperor 
Frederick in,, thanking the Reichstag 
and the ministry for tlio devotion and 
loyalty with which they all served the 
Emperor Wiliielm. "1 rely upon your as- 
aistanoe in the ardiioii.s charge njioii me. 
1 leave here to-morrow." T'iie dispatch is 
signed simply "Frederick." Tiie Em- 
peror has also forwarded, by telegraph, 
tho following ordinance to tlie ministers 
of state concerning the observance of 
|)ublic mourning: "With regard to the 
national mournuig heretofore customary, 
we will not order any provision, but will 
rather leave to each (jernian to find his 
own expression of alleetioii it tho death 
uf such a monarch and to dt^temiino how 
long he will abstain-from participating in 
public oiitertaininoilts. 

THK FUNERAL. 

It is expected that his funeral will take 
place on March 15.

London, March 9. — Tho failure of jiar- 
liament to adjourn as a mark uf respect to 
tlio inemury of Emperor William is due 
solely to the importance of the statement 
of lHu*. OoSchen, presenting the govei-n 
nient's scheme for converting the consols. 
Tho mourBut tho plot became known in 
tinaiicud circles consols advanced a frae- 
lioii, but thu scheme makes their conver- 
sion so gradual that its disturbance of the 
financial uquiiibriuiu is rendered almost 
impossible. All of the houses were strong 
to-day. The etfect uf the Kaiser's death 
upon financial centres was discounted by 
tho false reports of. yesterday and tho 
prompt j>r(>clamati(ui of the Crown Prince 
as emperor, contributed to the rebtoia 
tioii of uonlideiico everywhere. The fact 
that the royal standard at Buckingham 
laco was uot low-ered on receiiit of the 
news of the death of the Emperor created 
among 'he uninitiated, (juitu as much 
surprise as did the neglect of parliament 
to adjourn, but it is explained th&t this is 
never done oxcejit in case of a doiitli of 
the sovereign of England or in the event 
of the death of a foreign putentato during 
the absence of tho sovereign from the 
jialuce. 

UoDClien's Melieiuc. 

In the house of commons this evening 
Geo. GoBchen.cliancellorof theexclieiiuer, 
in Bubiuitting his .scheme for the conver- 
sion of the cousols, asserted that his ])ro- 
posal would greatly lighten the burdens 
of tho country. The time had arrived 
for a bold scheme of conversion. He 
propused that parliament retain the pow-- 
er to ))ay otT dissentients at such poriuds 
as parliament itself might determine. He 
would take 2^ percentage as an in- 
dication of the credit of the country, 
which tliegoverument was bound toutilizc. 
To secure taxpayers some advantages 
a .lysteni of a gradual reduction of 
interest with each, guaranteed for a cer- 
tain number of years, would, in his judg- 
ment, be must successful. lie cited the 
kinds of stock now exulting, of which ho 
stated Jra23,000,000" were eonsls, £11(5,- 
000,000 new threes, and' £()9.000,000 
reduced threes. The eonsls and reduced 
threes required ten years to pay off; the 
new threes could be paid oil without 
notice. He proposed that there be 
one large stock of uniform de- 
uomhiation, and explained his views 
regarding the paying of annuities and 
rates of interest. The holders of consols 
and reduced threes, ho offered £105 for 
every £100 of stock to forfeit their right 
of 10 years notice, provided they assented 
to tho olfor before April llith, otherrt'iso, 
conversion would be made at par. The 
holders of consols would by this scheme 
be relieved from constantly being paid off. 
If- the scheme were accepted it would re- 
sult in an immense saying to the country. 
The proposal was carried.

DEATH OF THE K41SEE. 

"The King is dead; long live the King!" 
Tho monagenarmii Emperor of Gunnmiy 
has been gathorodto his fatliors .ifter a long 
and aotiv4 life. His ton Priuco Frederick 
William succeeds him to guard, so far as 
•\vc can now judge but for a brief time, 
tlm destinies of his country, since Death 
would suoiii to have laid its icy hands upon 
him and hadohiiu to follow his distinguish- 
ed fithar into tha land., of tlie Hereafter. 
He iu, his turn will in all likelihood bo 
8oon oalled upon to plttoe in tho hands of 
hia sou Princei WUliiHn the' saored trust 
Miumitted -yesterday to his care. Glory 
aud power and riches all give way to 
the griiu messenger whose mandate is 
more than Imperial. Ho is no resjiector 
of persons; old and young, rich and 
poor, prince and pauper, all are obliged 
to bow in silent submission when pulo 
Death beckons them into the silent laud. 
Horace never expressed a greater truth 
thaa> when .he said in one of the most 
beautiful of his Odes ; 

Pallida mors u^quo pulsat pede 
I'auporuni taberiias. icgum<iue turres. 

All alike are subjected to the immut- 
able law of mortality, To tho aj^ed Em- 
peror the summons was not an unoxpoctcd 
une; be had long outlived the allotted 
span of life, and in the nature of things 
must soon have passed away. It was, 
however, felt that his distress oyertheappa- 
rently unconquerable malady which afflicts 
his "Unser Fritz" had hastened liim to 
the grave. That noble spirit in the history 
of the Fatherland was not oven priviloRed 
to attend the dying bedside of his sire, lost 
absence from the genial cliniite of San 
llemo might aggravate the malady from 
which he patioatly sulfers. His son, 
instead, was able to look for the last time 
into the eyesrof the^ Kaisex ere he stepped 
out'intb the Sreat' Unknown;' .'. Into that 
palace home at Berlin, wh'er* j to-da^ is 
gathered a sorrowing family, a fay of light 
will penetrate .when it is. known that the 
great heart of the world bursts with earnest 
sympathy in this hour, of gloom. Re- 
viowiug the lifii that" resolute soul 
who has for so many years ruled over 
one of tho groat powers of Europe, which 
ho has consolidated and made to a very 
large extent tho powerful nation it is 
to-day, we cannot but recognize in him a 
character taivpeur et aani reproc/tej^a true 
hero and a Ohristian gentleman. ' It may 
not be uninteresting at.^thia,time,to.;briefiy 
glance over the, life of the dis.tinguished 
dead. William, Emperor ■of Germany and 
King of Prussia, son of Frederick Wil- 
liam III. and of Princess Louise of Meck- 
lenburg-Strulitz, and brothur to tho late 
king of Prussia, liorn Miir«h 22, 17'J7, 
was educated as a soldier, and took part 
in the campaigns of 1813 and 1815 against 
Franco. In 1840 ho was appointed gov- 
ernor of Poinurania, which post he held 
till the revolution of 1848 broke out, 
when he took refuge in England. - He 
was elected a member of th^.cpsatituont 
assembly in JMay, 1848, returned to Ber- 
lin, and took his seat in the assembly 
Juno 8, 1848, and was made commander- 
in-chief of the Prussian army acting 
against the revolutionary forcusof Baden, 
in .Juno, 1849. When tlio mind of hi.s 
brother gave way, in 1858, tho prince 
was created rogoiit, iind ho iniumdi-itely 
dismissed tiio Krou/; or aristocratic party, 
and adopted a liberal policy. His 
brotiior, Frederick William, IV., dying 
without issue, .January 2, 18(51, ho sue 
cooded, under the title of William 1., to 
the crown, which he placed ui>on his own 
head at Kdnigsberg, October 18, on which 
occasion he emphatically asserted tho doc- 
trine of tho "right divine of kings." The 
course of policy he pursued after ho be- 
camo king disappointed tho hopes that 
wore formed regarding him. No sooner 
was he seated on the throne than ho be- 
gan a contest with tho chamber of depu- 
ties, which gradually became more criti- 
cal, until, after Count Biainarck Hclux'ii- 
hausen had been appointed prime minis- 
ter, in 1802, the feud threatened to end 
in civil war. Fortunately for him tho 
aggressive war on Denmark waged by 
Austria and Prussia diverted the atten- 
tion of his people from homo afFairs for a 
timo ; and, since tho close of that war of 
aggression tho king proved by his linn at- 
titude his fitness as a sovereign. Much 
against his inclination, he embarked on a 
still more ambitious scheme, and pru- 
parod to obtain supremacy in Oermaiiy 
by force uf arms. For many years niili- 
laiy prepaiations had been made, and 
f$t\y in ti\9 mhtm wn rip^ for 



eoutiou. A treaty of alliance was .con- 
cluded with Italy, an ultimatum was for- 
warded to the smaller at ites in the north 
of Germany, and an immeiiao army was 
set in motion. War was declared against 
Austria, Juno 17, and, after a short cam- 
paign, in which Willium 1. aud the royal 
princes took part, Austria was eonipc-Uad 
to make a humiliating peace. The pow- 
erful otlects of tho needle^ gun created 
([uito a panic in the " Austrian ;army, and 
her generals fouudifc would ho useless to 
prolong the'struggle. • In 1867, the King 
of Prussia booaUie the Head of . the power- 
ful North German Oonfoderktion, com- 
prising twonty-two states, representing a 
population of 2!), 000,000. The par' 
played by King William in tho Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-71 resulted in tho 
complete realization of Bismarck's idea of 
an united Germany, and oa January 18, 
1871, King WilUam of Prussia was pro- 
claimed German Emperor, within tho 
Hall of Mirrors, in tho palace of the 
French. ..Kings at yor.saillos, in prossnco 
of the German princos, under tho stand- 
ards of tho army before Paris, and sur- 
rounded by ropioseiitatives of the dilfer- 
ent regiments. On the 2nd of Septoiu- 
bor, 1873, the nuvgniticent Oolumn of 
Victory in celebration of tJoruiany's suc- 
cess, WHS unveiled by the Emperor in 
Berlin. Tho meeting of tho Emporors of 
Uormaiiy, Russia and Austria, took place 
at Berlin in the autumn of 1872. In 
October that year the Emperor William 
gave a decision .adverse to England on the 
.-iaii Juan boundary question which had 
l)oon submitted to Ida arbitration by the 
British and Amurican governiuoiits. in 
April, 1873, ho visitud the Cwir at St, 
I'etersburg, and in October of the sanio 
year he proceeded to Vienna on a visit to 
the Emperor of Austria. The well-known 
correspondence betiveuii tlio Emperor 
William and tlio I'ojio relative to tlio 
Catholic Church in Prussia was 
published at Berlin October 14, 1873. 
In May, 1875, the Cmt paid a visit to tho 
Emperor of Germany at Berlin. An at- 
tempt was made to assassinate tho Eui- 
peror William, while ho was driving, on 
the afternoon of jMsiy il, 1878, in Berlin. 
The crime was cuimiiilted by a young 
ISocialist tinker named Eniil Hoodcl, wlio 
caiuo from Leipzig. He liied two shots 
from a revolver, but ueiilier of them hit 
tho Euiiieror, who stood up in hi.i car- 
riage and asked whether tlioy wore aimed 
at liini. The man was i)uisued; lie lired 
tw o or three more allots at tho crowd, but 
was cnptured and handed over to the po- 
lice, to whom he said he had no intention 
of murder, but, being unemployed and 
dissatisfied with the social tonditioiis of 
life, he, had resolved to commit suicide. 
Subseiiuently tho prisoner was tried for 
the offense, found guilty, and executed. 
A second attempt upon the life of the 
Emperor wasiniide on Juno 2, 1878. His 
Majesty was driving in Unter don Liiidoii 
to the Zoological Oai dens, when two shots 
were fired at him from tliu window of a 
liouBo, and he was wounded iu several 
piaeea. Tho Emperor i-eturned immedi- 
ately to tho palace, and the physicians 
who removed, the shot reported that his 
Majesty was out of danger. The would- 
be assassin was a Or. Nobiliug, who, after 
attempting to coniniit suicide; was sedured 
by tho crowd (who entered the house) 
ancl'roiurivod to tho ho.spital, where he 
afterwards died from the efl'ects of tho 
wound he had inflicted upon himself. 
The three Emperors met again at Skiar- 
iievicz, Seiitembor, 1884, and at Krom- 
sier, 1885. William 1 married on Juno 
11, 182!>, the Princess Augusta, daughter 
of Charles Frederick, Grand Duke of 
Weimer, whose loving hands he held to 
the Ittsfc-'iThey-havetwoehildreu, Prince 
Frederick- 'Williani, horn October 18, 
1831, who married on ' jaiiuary 25th, 
1858, Victoria Adelaide, Princess Royal 
of Great Britain; and tho the Princess 
Louise Mary, born Doconiber 3, 1838, 
married on Soptoiiibor 20, 1850, to Fred- 
erick William Grand Duke of Baden. 
What elFect tho death of the i]mporor 
William will liave upon tlie peueo of Eu- 
rope who can say ! Tlieru is little doubt, 
however, that so lung as the Iron Chan- 
cellor is at, the head of affairs the peace 
policy ot' the dead Kaisojr will' be 
maintained; LikS all hiB House he feared 
God only and Him ha acknoTrledged 
as his Master and his King, aud' so be- 
lieving he desired "Peace on earth and 
good will to men. " That tho same wise 
counsel will actuate hia succesBor all 
who have knowledge of Prince Frederick 
William, now the Kiii[]eror Frederick 111., 
agree. The Fatherland is wearini/ e 
robes of mourning to-day; ho for whom 
they sorrow h:.-*, wu may well beliure, put 
on the armor (;f light.

and his <;onstituents are almost entirely 
interected vitally in tho lisliorios. He 
status that tlioy are all satislied 
with tlie now provisions, which allow 
Canadians much ^moro than the 
former treaty, there being now 100,000 
square miles more than formerly from 
whi3h Americm vessels are debarred. 
There are many lari;o hays, such as Clio- 
biicto Bay, in which tho Anioricans can 
take no fish now, where foimorly they 
might enter outside tho three-mile limit. 
With regard to the iiutdus riiumdi ho con- 
sidered it admirably proviilod, inasmuch 
as tho tax of J?!. 50 per ton levied directly 
on American vessels would bo the most 
oUbctual method of removing thoir oppos- 
ition to the duty of Canadian iish. "So 
far as tho provisions of the now treaty are 
known," he concluded, "they give entire 
satisfaction, save only among those who 
nourish discontent to make political capi- 
tal out of it. The fact that .all tho Re- 
publican papers are violently attacking 
tho administration on tho other side for 
allowing AniericHit, rights tu bu forfeited, 
speaks for itself, I think."

Tliere is a brunch of the profession of 
tho elocutionist that seems, tl'ua tiir, to 
huvo escaped the grivsp of tUo nbiqiiitous 
reporters who ore continually bcourliig 
tlio town In quest of novellies. This niiiy, 
howovor, bo duo to the fact tiint it is of so 
delicate h nature in Itself thnt it sensi- 
tively shrinks from publicity. I know 
tliRt in my own case I cimuced upon it by 
accident. I found my first clew to it In u 
business prospectus, iind ono of the llrst 
persons to assure me thnt he knew noth- 
ing about it and had never heard of sucli 
a thing iu his life was an eminent divine, 
who, I was subsequently convinced, was 
ono of those who protUed most largely by 
It. For iny part, to bu sure, I cannot see 
why a clergyman should lie ashamed to 
admit, that he is taking lea-sons in elocu- 
tion. Certainly it is no crinie against so- 
ciety or the church for ii preacher to im- 
prove his methods of oratorical delivery. 
Actors rohonr.>^e their piirts and painters 
make sketches and auidles for their 
pictures. Why a pulpit expounder should 
not make some similar preparation for bis 
sermons and lectures is not clear to me, 
and that some of o;;r best and most popu- 
lar pulpit speaker.^ ilo so is, it seems to 
me. siinjdy a tribute to Iheir common 
sense. If they all ilid it,- It would bo to 
the benefit of iheir congregations, who

llou- Oysl(>r» Are Caught. 

Most of t he best oysters .sold fit raw 
boxes and restiinninls (ire taken by tom^- 
nu'u, while the very finest are caught, 
with niiipers, which is now in a small w.-iy 
comnieiicint^ to lie one of .Maryland's 
HIHirts. 'I'ho tonuiiieii fovm a very lar;,'c 
army of men eatchiiig oysters in Mary 
land waters, and while the size ai.il 
quality of their production are far supe- 
rior to that ciuiKlit by dreili^ers. tin' 
prodiicl is much smaller, being .■. triiliir,; 
proportion of wlint is iinnuiilly ciiuulit :ii 
tlie Cliesapeiiko. Tout's are only usee! in 
shallow water and over beds which, in 
many cases, are the property of the torn; 
men. The oysters are caui^ht from n 
small boat, usually operated by two nieii. 
one on either side. The tonga consist of a 
pair of rakes with the teeth curved in- 
ward and attached to wooden handles 
from fifteen to twenty feet long, which arc 
joined by a pin about one-third of the 
distance from the iron. The tongman has 
a platform placed amidships across his 
little craft, and wher over his beds he 
plunges bis tongs into the water and, 
working the - handles, secures a few flue 
oysters, possibly not more than half a 
peck. This he repeats until he has se- 
cured a boat load, genernllynot more than 
half a dozen bushels, tho work ot two 
men for one dny. Tlio oysters, however, 
are largo and lino and brin.t; pood prices. 

The larKCSt nnd llncst oysters taken are 
canglit with nippers over planted ground, 
one at a time, planted early and eoutiii- 
niiily fed, for you can feeil an oyster. 
They grow to enormous sizes and bring 
correspondingly large prices.— Plilladel- 
phia Times.

SAFICTY VS. DOLIiAHS, 

To Till-; Kdii'oii:- -ll iviii!; read an arti 
clo in Till-: Colonist, of Oili iiiat., he.ideil 
"Tho Dangers c,f Coal Mining," aiu! jm 
tending m ahow how the Chinese stand in 
rolatior thereto, I would like to show 
"Tliaiiet" a ]joiiit or two, of which he is 
pri.b.ddv not ^^w are. 

Ill tho first [ilaco, I would inform him 
that, in my o|)iiiion, ho places too much 
coulidence in tho minister of mines' re- 
jiorts, for I have worked in sevonil of the 
minoH in Nanaiino district, and am con- 
versant with many of the accidents ro- 
forrod to, but, of course, t look at ibfrcuu 
the coal miners' [loint of view. 

1 also wish to inforiii "Thaiiet" that I 
also have all the reports, so we will begin 
to dissect them in rotation, and give niy 
and others opinions at the time of their 
occurrenoe. 

In the report for 1878, where two acci- 
donta are recorded, the report honestly 
status (for which I i^'ive credit) that niaiiy 
men engiiged in coal mining in this prov- 
ince aro not pxperionced miners, but men 
who have been acciistonind to other 
branches of labor. So this is one point 
gained for the minors wliiidi 1 hope he 
will admit. 

In 187!) tho rejiort sjioaks for itself in 
" rhnnet's" letter. In 1880, I (ind six 
men burned by explosions of gas. Now, 
boforo I proceed any further, 1 wish to 
draw the attention of "Tliaiiet" t') a few 
causes of accuiiiiiliition of gas, from ex- 
porioiice. In tho hist place I iiavo always 
found sulhcient air to ventilate any mine 
in this district, if it is properly conducted, 
but if the air is not properly coudiK ted a 
hurricane would be of o benefit to some 
parts of the iinno. According to th.j 
mining act tho owners must c(jniliict t!io 
air to the face of all working jilacos, and 
we will suppose they have done so and 
tho Chiiiaiiiaii comes along and breaks 
down ordestivys the appliances for coii- 
diictiiig the air, and gas accumulates, w\i i 
is to blame, the owner, or Chinaman, or 
this miners? for ho must boar in mind 
that g,is does not always aeeuiimlate witli 
a luaring (M- whislliiig siiiin. I, but cree|)S 
along as h thief in the dark, which i f 
course it is. 

Ill 1881, 1 am sorry to say 1 Imvo no 
report, so can say nothing about it. In 
1882 1 find that thirtBeu got burned by 
gas and three ChiuHinen went into a place 
fonced oil' because K'lis was kimwii to be 
present su that it eiid.uiLj.Mcd the lives < t 
others as well , IS themselves. One iiiore 
point for our side which I hcpu ■•I'liauet" 
will admit. I also lind i hi\ i> ,vhii-. men 
burned at one time by climbing up a c.ive 
in the roof and probably you would bi 
surprised to know that the first inan to 
ignite the j^as was none olher than the 
foreman of the mine, so tlie iiiineis were 
not to blame for that. I .ilsi. lind a report 
uf one man killed and tw.. .severely bui iied 
ill tho sinking of No. .( shall, Wellington, 
of which 1 have strongly impreased on my 
uiiiid the leasoii was that tho owners ven- 
tilated the shaft by a small steam jet. 
which was left in cliartru of a sailor. N^w, 
who was too-blame for that ! lleie is an 
other point on our side. ><ow all this 
time I wish •'Tlianet" to keep in view tho 
law regarding the ventilation of mines. 

Ill tho 1883 report 1 tind three men 
burned by gas. Now, note this. <>in> 
man living at the time with your 
'"Thanut" cr tic was working with a 
safety laiii]i, and the brattice man wa.- 
o dcred to go in to sdjnst the brattice, 
and take a safety lamp, lull ho wear ami 
took in a naked light and burned the 
other man or the miner. Here's anollo-r 
for our aide. .-Vnother man was told by 
the tireiiiaii that all was clear befm u In; 
went to. his working place, but when he 
got in he found the devoiiVihg angel. 
Here's another for our side. 

In the 1.S84 reiiort 1 lind that forty-two 
wore burned lu- killed by explo.-iiiiiis of 
gas. Ono, a Chiiiaiiian, climbed on lop of 
some timbers where gas was known lo 
exist and got severely Inirned. Also in 
tho same shaft, Js'o. I Hsjdaiiade, N;i 
iiaimo, four men got seveii-l\ 
burned by gas, igniteel by a shot", 
after bein^' told by the tironian 
that alt was safe, but that lireinan paid 
tlio penally of his ornu' with his life, for 
he was burned lo death. Also in No. 3 
mine, Weliiiigtoii, an exidosion occurred 
by gas having been ignited by a miner, 
after boing told by the foreman that a 
little gas was there, nnd allowing him to 
go in w ith a naked light, tho .Mine Act 
prohiliitiiig it, nevertheless, and by which 
twenty-three men lost their livci. Now, 
sir, 1 inaintaiu that nearly all tlicse men 
wore killed or burned by tho iiegligoneo 
of the o&icers of the uiino, such as fire 
man, foreman, etc., so you cannot lay it 
to tho door of. tho coal digger, which 
"Tlianet" trys to show in his slateiiieiit. 

In IH.'io, 1 lind that two white men, one 
orermao and the Cliiiiaiiion's boss, were 
severely burned, and two Obiiiameii wero 
burned by gas. Now, all these were em- 
ployees of tho company, bo, if tliu cou'- 
paiiy employ such inexperiaucod men as 
fmemen and bosses, how in tho Jiaiiio of 
coiiiinon sense call they .■itlribiite it to the 
coal get ter if an eiplusioii occurs, bec.iuse 
dead men li'U no tales, , is 1 have no donbt 
"Tliaiud ' is well awaro. 

Ill 18S(i 1 lind that eight were killed or 
burned by gas. Now there is roforuiico 
nisdo to two Ohiniinien, and I have the 
vorlial statement of white men who saw 
the Chinamen t.;oiiig wdiere the curtain 
was toiii down and these while men told 
tlicni to keep down their lights as tlioro 
wui gas above. But no sir; .lolin had to 
see for liiiiiaelf, so the white men sprang 
behind tho bratti''e and at t he same time 
the Chinamen firbd the gas and got 
burned but the others eacaped by their 
timely spring. 

I will quote the words of the mines' 
inspect(ir himself in this rejiort : "There 
are, however, besides the practical miner 
a groat inaiiy men omployeil in tho iiiinea 
will) never were in a coal mine until they 
camu to this district, y(;t some of these 
men are the most careful of win k men 
and will listen and take wariiiiii;- as to 
their danger from any of the ollicers. 

Then there aro those who aro not 
miners, who will not be advised by any- 
0110, although ' thoy are ignorant of the 
dangers they are exposed to any minute. 
They giv.i the inaiiag(:r .-iiid all tlie ollicers 
under him anxious thoiigbis alioiil them, 
ami the other men employed in the 
mines. " 

Now, sir, 1 hope "Thaiiot' and the 
public will note those facta and credit 
we minors witli a few morn points in our 
favor. 

In 1887 I find that 1,W were killed or 
burnod by an explosion in Nanaiino on 
3rd May. Now, sir, I have heard moii 
that worked in that mine say that it was 
their lirni belief that «, curtain was pulled 
down by ■ Chinamen, which accelerated 
the accumulation of gas, anil which was 
the first stop in the boginiiing of the end. 
There were none left alive to say if this 
was so or not, so wo will not try to make 
any capital lui this ])oint, but you must 
admit that this statement or- Hurinisc has 
u clianoo to bo the correct ono. 

"Thaiiet" thinks thoro must bo soinu 
mistake in my statoniont regarding tho 
last explosion, but fur infiu'iiintioii to 
him I will state that there is noiio what- 
ever, for those reasons: 1 was ono of t;ho 
committee of investigation to go aiiuiiid 
the iniiio, and I formed a ditl'erent opin- 
ion us to tho location and causu. Now 
hero aro your oxiierls' opinions. Thoy 
thought that tho shot had ignited tho coal 
dust, but when thoy found that most men 
who wont in tho mine saw that tho level 
was wet thoy know that it would kill 
their theory of dust, so thoy (tho oijierts) 
had to hustle around and tind soinotliing 
olao, so they pounced down upon a poor 
old puwd^r ou» that wtw.found iu the line 



of the shot. Thus was the •.nysteryrevealed. 
Thoso experts went scientilically to work 
and furv yed a line from tho shot and 
iiiade it atiike this old powder can and 
drew up charts accordingly to present to 
the jury. Now, sir, and "Tlianet" as 
well, here ' havt your exports on the hip, 
foi' I can tiiid a man in Nanaiino who, 
whilut oil the iojcuiny party, picked up 
that same powder can and looked at it as 
he went along and then cost it away in 
tho very place it was found, never once 
thinking that it would cause all this 
trouble to your exports. I bog of 
"Tlianet" to credit us with one more 
point; also I wish to state that most of 
those men mi that ciiinniitteo did not got 
a bearing at the inquest, because their 
oviileiico was not wanted. The coroner 
stated that if any ono wished to make a 
voluntary stntoment thoy wore at liberty 
to do so. One of out number 
wont on the stand for the pur- 
pose of making a statement, but 
as soon .as ho got thoro the coroner 
asked him if ho was in the niino and if he 
saw the shot hole cut out and if ho 
thought it had been tired, witness (volun- 
tarily) answering all (piestioiia. At this 
juncture Mr. Taylor, 1 bollovo. for the 
prosecution saitl that Mr. Muffatt was 
satialied with tho ovidonoo and wished to 
hoar no more, so the coroiior told Mr. 
Taylor that was a very intliscreet remark 
to nniko, but ho ordered tho witness to 
sit down. Now, sir, I think that was 
iiotliiiig hut jnsl simply grabbing the wit- 
ness by the throat and all of us that dif- 
fered ill opinion to those noble experts to 
prevent us speaking our opinions, of 
which wo are entitled to both by birth- 
right, humanity, and our supreme boing. 
Now, Sir "Tlianet," just one more rub 
down and I will let you rest to see your 
next move; but, mhid you, I stay with 
yon. ^ 

" Thanet," pray excuse mo if something 
here should meet your eye which will 
hurt the place where your heart ought to 
be, for 1 must state my uiind on this sub- 
ject, but will uso all due moderation. 
I believe that you aro trying in an in- 
ilin ct way to draW the attention of tho 
piildie to the wage question, but I think 
it is mean of you to do so, for 1 brought 
di'wn petitiuiis from both Wellington and 
Naiiaimo, and there were only three iiieii, 
1 think, who refused to sign tlioir mimoa, 
showing their desire in the strongest 
terms of their fear to work longer with 
the Chinamen and showuig that they love 
their dear lives far butter than your al- 
mighty dollar. Tho petitions have a 
little over 500 ii.aiiies, all lUoii work- 
ing in the mines, so you see that 
tho cry ia iinaiiiijioiis. But I bog of you 
for hiiiuanity'a sake, keep your dollar.i 
out of sight when thoy come in competi- 
tion with our lives. 

Now, for information, I will state that 
Indiana are employed in ono of tho Naiiai- 
mo mines pushing cars in one portion of 
the mine w here there is very little danger, 
hut iKj miner lias them working with him, 
so pray do not drag that into the question, 
tor it will not boar second thought. 

Now, sir, I write tliose remants because 
I am well acqiiaintud with the feelings 
and w ishes of the miners, and vouch for 
every wuhI I state to you, so lam not 
going to hide Ijeliiiid a no/a dc pliune, 
but hero you are, Tuomas Williams.
